A Kansas Man Tri-vs to Kill an Editor 
and Shvots His Friend. 


LEAVENWORTH, (Ks.), May 26.— 


Thomas C. Thutston, who killed his 
business partner, Mr. Embry, on the 
ist of January last, and was acquitted 
about a month ago, met D. R. 
Anthony, editor of the Times, on Del- |} 
eware street, this afternoon, and after 
passing him, turned and fired two 
shots at him, neither of which took ef- 
fect. One shot, however, struck John 
P. Douglas, a young man employed 
in the 7'imes office, making @ severe 
scalp wound, and the other struck L. 
Baker, a lawyer, who was standing on 
tlie sidewalk about 600 feet away, in 
the left side about two inches below 
the nipple, and passed through his 


body, inflicting a wound at first 
thought to be mortal. Physicians 
now think he may recover. r. Ba- 


ker is a prominentattorney who de- 
fended Thurston and cleared him 
when he wax tried for murdering Em- 
bry. The affair created great excite- 
ment, and the officers were obliged to 
secrete Thurston to prevent the peo- 
ple inflicting summary punishment 
upon him.

SEVENTY MILES AN HOUR. 


The Result of a Trial of Speed Over an 
A merican Ralilread. 


Uhicago Tabs, Apel 30. 


A good deal of ugsion had,been 
t few months 
for bigh speed of 


the Am jotive, ‘and under- 
standing that-a test of “on had beep 
made on the Pittsburg, “Fort Wayie 
and Chicago Railway on Tuesday last 
by the officers while out on an inspect- 
ing trip, a Times reporter with some 
difliculty obtained the result of the 
trial, 

Kight miles were run, the first two 
being used for-reacbing the high speed. 
Six miles were then run, timed by two 
stop-watches, and with the following 
result: 


Miles Seconds. 

ee ee er . 52 
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The above shows an average speed 
for the six miles of a small fraction 
less than severity’ miles per hour, tbe 
highest speed obtained being seventy 
and three-fifth miles per hour. 

The test was made with one coach, 
on the stone-buallasted track of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railway, about twenty five miles cast 
vf Chicago. The engine was built at 
the Fort Wayne shops. It has a 17x24 
inch cylinder, with five feet driviog 
wheels, and is one of the standard pas- 
senger engines owned by the company. 
This test disproves the oft-repeated 
assertion that a speed of sixty miles 
per hour has never beev exceeded by 
an American engine. The engineer on 
this occasion was William Jackson.

The Enumeration to Begin To-morrow 
All Over the United States--The Sys 


om Pursued--A Misdemeanor 
ye ete Answer QOuestions--La- 
dies Must Tell Treir age. 


> 


The taking of the tenth census will 

begin to-morrow, June Ist. The law 
requires that in all cities having more 
than 10,000 population the enumera- 
tion shall be completed within two 
weeks from date. It is made the du- 
ty of each enumerator to personally 
visit each dwelling and family therein 
and each individnal living out of the 
family in any place of abode, and by 
inquiry made of the head of the fam- 
ily, or the member thereof deemed 
most creditable and worthy of trust, 
or of such individual living out of the 
family, to obtain exch and every item 
of information required by the Acts 
of March 3, 1879, and April 20, 1880. 
It is the object of the enumeration to 
obtain the name and the requisite par- 
ticulars as to personal description of 
every person in the United States, of 
whatever age, color, sex, race or con- 
dition, and whosoever, being over 
twenty years of age, shall tfefuse to 
give such information, shall be guilty 
of misdemeanor. Some discretion is 
allowed to enumerators as to accept- 
ance of answers which he has reason 
te believe are false, and in such cases 
he will ascertain ag nearly as possible 
from observation or inquiry from cred- 
ible persons. This is of special im- 
poctenes respecting the statements of 
1eads of heads of families, concerning 
afflicted members of families, and 
the statement of values produced, in 
which concealment or exaggeration 
is suspected. 

There are five schedules for the 
enumeration of the subjects of census 
inquiry. 

The first relates to population, and 
upon it is to be entered the name of 
each per-on in the house on June. 1st, 
1880; the color; white, black, mulatto, 
Chinaman or Indian; age on last 
birthday; relationship of each person 
in the house to the head of the fum- 
ily, whether wife, son, daughter, ser- 
vant or boarder; whether single, mar- 
ried, widowed or divorced ; occupation 
or trade of each person, male, or fe- 
male; number of months each _ person 
has been employed from June 1, 1869, 
to June 1, 1880; if persons are sick, 
whether blind, deaf, idiot, insane, 
married, crippled or bedridden; what 
caused the sickness, and where the 
ailment’or disability was cuntracted; 
whether the person can read or write; 
place of birth, what state or territory 
or foreign country, with place of birth 
of botb father a:.d mother. 

The second deals with all kinds of 
agricultural statistics, and the third 
with manufactures; but in all cities of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants, the data 
concerning the latter, branch. will be 
collected a agents unconnected with 
the district. 

The fourth relates to social statistics 
and the fifth to mortality, exhibiting 
the names of persons who died in the 
census year—personal descxiption, age 
on Jast birthday, sex, color (white, 
biack, mulatto, Chinese. or Indian): 
married, single, widowed or divorced; 
cause of death, name of physician who 
attended deceased, and where the dis- 
ease causing death was contracted. 
There are seven special and other 
schedules. The first for insane; the 
second for idiots, third for deaf mutes; 
fourth for blind; fifth for homeless 
children; sixth for inhabitants in 
prison ; seventh for paupers and indi- 
gent persons in institutions.

The Excitement Over Roaring Fork 
District — Highland and Hant- 
ers Creek Districte—Rich Ore and 
Excellent Developmentsa—A New 
Colorado Town. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
The famous Roaring Fork mining 
district, which is the centre of the 
spring excitement here in Colorado, is 
located about thirty-five miles west of 
Leadville, as the crow flies. The 
topography of the country is not dis- 
similar to that around Leadville, only 
itis not so abrupt, the mountain 
slopes being more gradual. The dis- 
trict is about 3,500 feet lower than 
Leadville, and it abounds in timber of 
the best quality. Pine and spruce 
grow to large dimensions, and furnish 
fine, solid lumber, when cut. There 
are also many aspen trees, cottonwood, 
and oak brush, while ferns and rushes 
grow luxuriantly. The valley of the 
Roaring Fork varies in width from 
one-half to three miles in the mining 
district, and the entire valley is sus- 
ceptible of cultivation for cereals and 
vegetables of various kinds. The eut- 
cropping rock 18. mostly red sand 
stone and limestone. The indications 
for mineral are very flattering all over 
the district. The Highland and Hun. 
ter’s Creek district have some very 
fine mines. In the former, the min- 
eral shows right in the face of the 
bluff. Masses of bright, pay argentif- 
erous galena are ~ to view, in 
some instances fifteen feet across 
and twenty-two feet in height. It is 
probable that the entire face of the 
cliff will disclose similar mineral, 
when the cap rock has been removed. 


Not more than 500 yards from this 
body of galena, 


FISSURE .VEINS HAVE BEEN FOUND, 


some of which have the pay streak 
opened six inches in width, that con- 
tain gray copper ore running high in 
silver. At the Highland camp, 
further above, carbonates are found iu 
abundance. Stevens & Lister have 
thirteen claims, all in good bodies of 
mineral ore, especially the “Camp 
Bird,” which has developed a 10-foot 
body of carbonates, running from 90 
to 300 ounces in silver. The Lead- 
ville and Roaring Fork Mining and 
Prospecting Company also have de- 
veloped some fine property. Two of 
their claims in particular have fine 
breasts of mineral exposed, viz., the 
Mankato and Louis B.. Across the 
Roaring Fork, on the north, adjacent 
to Hunter's creek, the mines show un- 
usually well in lead. The famous 
Smuggler averages 90 per cent in this 
valuable associate metal, so necessary 
to the process of smelting. The sec- 
tion lying along the foothills of the 
Sagnache range, toward the west, and 
aloog Woody river is at present being 
prospected successfully. A number 
of good strikes are reported, and 
others will undoubtedly follow. 
With regard to prospecting the 
country has hardly been touched. 
Below Maroon creek and down the 
Roaring Fork as far as Ten Mile, it is 
a good mineral country, and among 
the Maroon mountains, on the south 
side of Roaring Fork, the prospector 


will find ample and remunerative 
fields for his labor. 


THE CLIMATIC CHARACTERISTICS 


of Roaring Fork are very different 
from Leadville. In the latter the at- 
mosphere is keen and cutting; in the 
former mild and balmy. In the for- 
mer it act upon the skin like a camel 
hair brush, in the latter like a dull ra- 
zor. The atmosphere is dry and 
pleasant, tempered by the warm breeze 
of the Pacific slope. The new town 
of this promising mining Eldorado is 
called Roaring Fork City. The pro- 
moters of this enterprise are such men

Smith, postmaster of Leadville, and 
others like them. They sent a large 
party in mid wiater over the range to 
survey and lay out a town site on the 
ground lying between Maroon and 
Cattle creeks. There is but one opin- 
ion with regard to the eligibility of 
this piece of property, which compris- 
es 640 acres—two-thirds of it occupies 
the broad and level portion of the val- 
lev, while the other third consists of 
an upper bench or ridge, well defined 
and backed by the Maroon mountains.

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INDIAN DANCING. 


The Red Men's Ballon the Fiat by the 
River. 


There was a large gathering of In- 
dians Tuesday night on the flat’ bor- 
dering the south side of; the river 
above the dam. They were mostly 
Washoes and had assembled for the 
annual spring dance, before going to 
their summer camping gréunds, The 
dance commenced about|8 o'clock. 


Half a dozen redskins joined hands 
and formed a circle, standing close te- 
gether. A slow, monotonous chant 
was commenced, the singers keeping 
time by jumping up and down with a 


sidling motion, gradually swinging 
around the circle from right to left. 
The circle gradually enlarged by fre- 
quent accessions, and in the course of 
an hour nearly a hundred Indians were 
on Occasionally a pause would 
be made and when dancing was re- 
sumed the words of the chant would 
change. For ten or fifteen minutes 
there would be a constant repetition of 
what sounded like “hay enough, hay 
enough.” Then would be repeated 
for as long a time, a phrase resembling 
“come in here, come in here.” As 
the dance lasted until a very late 
hour, the words might, if strung to- 
gether, wake a lengthy song. The cu- 
rious up-and-down motion of the dan- 
cers seemed ludicrous enough to a 
number of visitors who went over 
from the town to witness the specta- 
cle. Some of them joined in the In- 
dian ring and mastered the intricacies 
of the “step.” It is proposed to call 
“the Washoe” at the next hop in 
town. 


Two Men Drowned in the River. 

During the recent flood, a young 
man vamed Viniog, who was farming 
on the south side of the Truckee river, 
attempted to cross to the north side 
with a two horse team. He was swept 
away with his team and drowned. 


Neither his body nor the 
horses and wagon have been recov- 
ered. The accident has been koown 
to very few people. It occurred in 
the canyon near Mrs. Biddleman’s 
ranch, not far from Wadsworth. 

Last Monday two Ltalians tried to 

cross the river in a boat near the lo- 
cality of the former accident. The 
oat was in some way made fast toa 
rope. In midstream the rope parted 
and the boat waseverturned, Andrea 
Guissi managed to reach the shore in 
safety, but Louis (surname unknown) 
was borne down by the current and 
disappeared.

Thompson's Bank Note Reporter 
mentions a vew counterfeit gold coin 
at the East as follows: 

A well executed counterfeit $5 gold 
piece has just made its appearance. 
{te weight is correct. When the 
acid test was applied in New York, 
its surface and edges were fvund to 
be genuine gold, but its lack of ring 
betrayed the base filling within. The 
coin had been carefully split in two 
and hollowed eut, leaving a very thio 
plate on either side of the genuine 
geld. A crack in the edge, precepti- 
vle only to the keenest vision, showed 
where it had been cut. 

A note from the Treasury Depart- 
meot, dated April 23d, calls atten- 
tion toa new and dangerous counter- 
fuit, as follows: 

A counterfeit $5 treasury note, the 
joint production of the camera and 
carbon printiog, has just been found. 
The note is of the series of 1875, num- 
ber B 8058120, which number will be 
reproduced ov each impression obtain- 
ed from this negative. The pink seal, 
and the scycloid work on the r'ght 
and face of the genuine note, also in 
pink, are both absent from the count- 
erfeit. This peint should at once de- 
termine its character, ‘To remove the 
stiff, bruashy character of the chem. 
cally prepared paper, also to cover the 
blurred appearance of the geometric 
lines in the centre of the back of note, 
it has been saturated by a preparation 
of glycerine, in consequence of which 
it has a very greasy and soiled ap 
pearance. ‘To persons not expert 
judges of money, it is a dangerous

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SHEEP AND LAMBS. 


Watching a Large Flock in aCorral— 
Some of Their Pecullarities—The Cun- 
ping of the Lamb—How Shepherds 
Deceive the Ewes in Certain Emergen- 

" cies---Coyotes, Wild Cats and Snakes, 


“Bah-ah-ah, ab-ah-ah, Rah-ab-ah.” 
A" chorus of such sounds arose from 
one of Lee's corrals about sundown 
Sunday. A _ novel and _ ioteresting 
spectacle was presented to the obscr_ 
ver whom curiosity drew to the spot. 
Within the space of half an acre were 
enclosed 925 ewes with their 650 
lambs. They had just been driven 
into the inclosure, and the lambs had, 
as they always jo, availed themselves 
of the opportunity to indulge in a lit- 
tle frolic. Separating from the sheep 
they gathered in a flock by themselves 
and raced up and down the roadside, 
while the ewes were being driven into 
the corral. Hence it happened that 
each mother became separated from 
her offspring and hence this chorus 
from shcep and lambs bent upon find- 
ing each other though each should be 
compelled to search through all the 
flock. It was 


A PLEASING SIGHT 
to see these fifteen hundred creatures 
all in motion, and to watch the antics 
of the young lambs as they froliced 
about among the bleating, anxious 
ewes. There were little white lambs 


only a few days old, and lambs of 
sturdy limb and brownish coat whose 
virth dated back to April, innocent- 
looking, timid lambs, and lambs in 
which the nature of the old Ram 
seemed strong. The lamb has been 
long regarded as the type of inno- 
cence and artlessness, yet there is a 
great deal of guile in the lamb. In 
watching those 650 lambs last even- 
ing their dishonesty and trickery were 
the characteristics most conspicuously 
displayed. Each of these young ones 
had a mother of its own in the flock. 
Every lamb knows its own ewe by her 
bleat and also by her scent. The ewe 
recegnizes her young in the same way. 
Two hours after the flock had been 
corralled each lamb had found and 
was lying beside its mother. Now 
here is where 
THE DECEITFULNESS OF THE LAMB 


was made manifest. Prompted by 
the demands of appetite,a lamb would 
boldly butt into the udder ofa strange 
ewe and apply itgelf to the abstrac- 
tion of nourishment with an air of be- 
ing thoroughly at home and perfectly 


free from embarrassment. These 
frauds were always promptly detected, 
however, by the ewe, and the little 
woolly thiet was quickly butted intoa 
hasty flight. Very different was the 
reception accorded the lamb which 
had found its own mother. While 
the little creature satisfied its craving 
for milk the ewe would tenderly lick 
its fleece. The faces of sheep are not 
inexpressive, and close observation 
enables the herder to distinguish each 
animal in his flock. The look of con- 
tentment on the counienances of some 
and that of anxiety on others were 
plainly observable. The shepherds 
sometime find it necessary to induce a 
sheep that has lest its lamb to adopt 
% lamb that has lost its mother. The 
bereaved parent will take no notice of 
the poor orphan unytil the herder puts 
in practice 

AN INVARIABLY SUCCESSFUL ARTIFICE. 


He skins the dead lamb and ties 
the skin upon the orphan’s back. The 
ewe’s sense of smell is thus deccived 
and she, so to speak, takes the _moth- 
erless lamb to her bosom. It is prob- 
able that she does not do this without 
some misgiving, because she does not 


recognize the bleat of the disguised 
lamb as that of her own offspring. 
She may remark, after the manner of 
the deluded patriarch in the scrip- 
tures, that the skin is her own lamb’s 
skin, but the voice is another lamb’s. 
It is likely that a distended udder 
helps to induce the sheep in such 
cases to always give the lamb the ben- 
efit of the doubt. Suppose, now, that

I{ow different would be the state of 
affairs! Happy would be the mother 
tnat could be sure of her own child. 
What scenes would attend the recla 
mation of the infants!

The work of connecting the new 
reservoir With the town is by no means 
asmall job, About 4,200 feet of pipe 
is being soaked in a mixture of coal 
tar apd asphaltum near the northern 
end of Virginia strect. A tank thirty 
fect long and twenty-two inches deep, 


is kept filled with the compound. 
Heat is kept up by a fire under each 
end. A large cauldron of boiling tar, 
into which pieces of asphaltum are 
thrown, stands by. A large derrick 
is used to handle the pipe. Fourteen 
barrels of tar and two tons of asphal- 
tury will be used. The pipe is ot No. 
14 iron and is thirteen inches at the 
top and 84¢ at the lower end, opposite 
Allen Bragg’s house. It will be laid 
with Jap joints tilled with lead—26 
tons. will be used. The pipe laid 
around town will be of cast iron one 
and a half inch thick. North of the 
track it will be six inches 
in diameter with screw joints, 
south it will be 45-inch ipe 
with flange and bolt joints. ater 
arrived at the reservoir Sunday, 
having been thirty-six hours in mak- 
ing its way down a distance of four- 
teen miles. 


The Stockton-Nevada Railroad.

ELKO, May 30, 1880. 

The business of Railroad district 
is increasing. Three or four bull 
teams have gone out to that camp 
loaded with coke and lumber. To; 
day Jolm Spence started out with two 
ten-mule teams loaded with coke and 
lumber for that places The mine- 
owners of the camp are preparing for 
an active season. | } 

Last evening as the passenger 
train pulled out, a scene was pro- 
duced by & man named Murry. 
Murry, it seems, had been brake-. 
man on a freight train with Lyons, 
but on account of drunkenness had 
been discharged two days previous. 
Murry wanted to beat his way over 
the road. - Case, the conductor, told, 
him not to get on the train, but he 
paid no heed to the injunction. After, 
the train started Case discovered him 


and. requested him to get off, when 
Murry drew a knife and madé a slash 
at Cuse. The train was stqpped ;and 
John Lane summoned. °: The latter 
worthy soon had Murry ine , 
and landed him in the county jail. 
Murry was intoxicated at the time. 

The Indians at Duck Valley seem 
to be contented. They have put in 
about 400 acres in wheat, and will put 
in about 100 acres of barley and 100 
acres in vegetables—potatoes _princi- 
pally. A man started to-day with a 
load of provisions for the reservation: 
From this teamster, whose name I do 
not know, | learn that there are about 
200 Piutes on the reservation. He 
stated that there were five camps of 
Shoshones, with thirty wigwams to the 
camp, or about 1,000 Indians that be- 
long on the reservation.. Their wheat 
is growing nicely. They will also 
plant a few acres in sugar cane for an 
experiment; also some yellow corn. 
If these articles grow to advantage, 
next year they will be cultivated more 
extensively. The Shoshones and the 
Piutes are a little adverse to each 
other, so the teamster says. The In- 
dians all appear to have unlimited 
confidence in the agent. They always 
speak of him as John How, 

The Yaukee Fork country is attract- 
ing a great many of our men, About 
a week ago Z. Tucker, Dr. Lucas, D. 
McCollock and three or four others 
started for Wood river. Tucker and 
Lucas have several locations to pros- 
pect at that place.
